\u CARBOHYDRATE also delivered three reports re SfS appMeri asoc approaches 
or actions, is follows t 

a. Dr* ttichel, who has an office outside of CADROIT and handles 
a number of straight legal problems involving HA, was informed by Abt. Z 
that a Horst 'Vledemann from Dresden had been released from SfS prison 
with the FBI of luring Wichel into the 5 stem sector. There have also 
been other indications in the past that the SfS has interested itself 
in ttlcbel. On 1? Oct his secretary (the wife of the former head of 
the Berlin LTV, Brunn, incidentally) saw a man who took three photographs 
of tflchel's office. He got into a car immediately thereafter and drove 
off. On the same day a man questioned his neighbors re his habits, etc 
(as previously reported). Michel has given all of this ir.fb to the police. 
This ce^ld very well be preparation for a break into the office, which 
the SfS might very well see as another CADROIT office. A number of 
visitors go from CADROIT to Uichel’s office. He shouU have no true 
name of UA in hia office, but ther-j arc many names of visitors there.

b* Report by Renk/>euter concerning an approach to him by a fomer 
friend and Erfurt lawyer who visited him in *®at Berlin with t ha SfS 
'ESI to induce him to return to the DEE. Althouth this lengthy report 
contains the name* of many Erfurt lawyers and other detail* it appears 
to fall into the normal pattern wherein the SfS approaches a friend 
of a CADBOIT staffer who is still in the DER end gives the EEI of 
. visiting the staffer and inducing him to return to the Zone* Attached* 

o* Report on most recent visit to staffer Blub* by his Best Berlin 
residing cousin* who comes at SfS behest. . This action has been under way 
for safe time. The SfS has noer instructed the cousin to offer Blub* 
a chance to either i 1/ return to t he DDR (a la Wagner* presmoably) or 
cany out espionage i^iis present position. The latter is noteworthy 
since the SfS does not usually pat this into words* but talks mainly* la 
the ordinary case* of returning to the DEE. Report attached. 

5* With the completion of the above business, ^ ^potsd that be had 
to s^y farewell* since he was leaving for a period of approx* 20 three months 
for a long delayed vacation* after which he might receive a different assignment 
and not return.
